Sap is a watery fluid found in the interior of the cells 


of plants and trees, and contains dissolved or suspended 
in it the materia!s required for the life and growth of 
the cell. The idea that in winter the sap goes down 
into the roots, and in spring rises again is quite 
erroneous. ‘Trees and plants are full of watery sap all 
the winter. The phenomena of freezing in the case of 


trees and a are but little understood. The sap in 
leaves and in smaller branches is often frozen. This is 
seen especially in the case of twigs of hickory, which in 
very cold weather are as brittle as glass, thgugh the 
same twigs at a higher temperature canno by any 
possibility be broken with the hands. For various 
causea the water contained in the cells only begins to 
crystallise at some degrees below the ordinary freozing 
point. This is partly due to the chemical composition 
of the sap, which contains various salts, starch, etc. in 
solution. Besides this the bark of trees is a bad 
conductor of heat, and the interior temperature of trees 
and plants is wep d higher in winter and lower in 
suminer than that of the surrounding atmosphere.

FIGHTING PRIESTS. 


One of the most remarkable facts in the history of 
the Spanish wars ofthis century has been the 
appearance in the army opposed to the forces of that 
country of a priest combining religious enthusiasm with 
the fervour of the soldier. =~ 

In the fight Letween Mexico and Spain, which occurred 
early this century, the head of the rebellious party was 
a priest, Hidalgo, who gathered round him an army of 
something like one hundred thousind men. He, how- 
ever, was defeated, and:in accordance with the tradition 
which Spain keeps = to-day, he was condemned to 
death and _ shot. ith the place vacant came the 
man to fill it. Another priest, fired with the zeal and 
enthusiasm of ‘Hidalgo, came forward. 

This was Morelas, who in spite cf his peaceful training 
exhibited a marked genius for warfare, and proved his 
filncss for the position he occupied by reducing four 
cities to subjection, and winning several victories. In 
his turn, he, too, was defeated. Like his predecessor he 
waz taken prisoner, ordered to be executed, and shot. 
The freedom sown by the blood of these was reaped a 
few years after by the people of Mexico, who then became 
free of Spanish rule. 

In the other struggles between what are to-day still 
called the Spanish-American countries and Spain, 
prominent parts were always taken by the leaders of the 
chureb. Their sympathy was always with the down- 
trodden people, their efforts were aleaya in the causo 
of liberty, and their ambitions were always unbounded 
except by freedom. 

The outcome of all these wars has been the same, ths 
yoke has been shaken off, and the colony bas become a 
self-governing republic. In accordance with precedent 
this will no doubt be the result of the struggle which 
has been going on so long in Cuba. It is curious, 
however, to note that the world has not heard the name 
of any priest leading on the people against their 
oppressors.

When a priest shall gird on the sword over hie cassock, 
and discard his biretta for the belmet, then perhaps 
will the fact impress the strugglers for freedom with u 
certainty of victory, as it will probably strike consterna- 
tion in the minds of their opponents, and so render 
success more easily attainable.

The people of Newfoundland whose fishing boats are 
largely dependent on the resources of the Labrador 
waters for their supply have, in spite of the loss involved 
by the fish remaining away this year, organised a relief 
for the “ Livyeres,” without which it would be impossible 
to face the rigours of the Approne ne winter with the 
poasibility of getting throu it without starvation. 

_ These peoplé are entirely dependent on one single 
industry—the cod fishery. On this they live, and live 
for the most part in anticipation, for, it is said, their 
| supplies are bought on credit, and are paid for by the 
resulting profits of the forthcoming season. When this 
is bad, therefore, their plight is really lamentable, for 
the traders to whom t fishers owe money naturall 
either make no advanegst all, or reduce them to suc! 
limits that even the merest necessaries of life become 
luxuries beyond the reach of purchase. 

In spite of the precarious nature of their calling 
however, it is stated that the affection of the Livyeres 
for Labrador is really remarkable. Some of them once 
went to Canada, but within a few years they had all 
returned.

It showed that in 
the period named the number of companics which were 
voluntarily wound up was 250; those compulscrily 
wound up, that is by order of tho court, numbered tf, 
whilst ]40 were wound up voluntarily, * with a view to 
continued existence in unother form.” These last may, 
therefore, be left out of reckoning. Apart from them, 
no fewer than 22) limited liability concerns expired. 

This, however, is by no means the total. A end note 
to the list in question explained that ‘ unimportant 
conccras” were omitted; and this obviously must le 
the case, or else the luck cf 159% was infinitely better 
than that of 1895, which upon the whole does uct seem 
likely. 

For a complete death roll of public companice in Is! 
we must wait, of course, for the official retunis, and, 
consideriny that this official record for 1895 was not 
issued until late in 1896, the process of waiting is likely 
to be prolonged. Meantime the figures of Ist) uve 
fresh cuough, and certainly interesting enough to 
warrant a little examination. 

The “ Report of the Inspector-General in Companies’ 
Liquidation on-the general working of the Companies 
(Winding up Act), 1890, for the year ending Decem- 
ber ist, 1895,” is the document to which we refer.
